Biographical data on other noteworthy women, 
iik hiding L. Eucy Bunin ( ... only a small part of her life* has been pieced together by reading 
secondaiy sources ) are found in the introduction to each part. WYll and interestingly written, 
and illustrated with 30 black-and-white photographs ol the protagonists and their work, the 
book is highly recommended .—John W. Tbieret.
